Sir: 

Referring to the daily statement of Cashier’s balances, Porm 
No. 231, for November 19, 1891, I beg to direct your attention to 
the fact that the unpaid orders for one cent pieces have reached 
the very large sum of $40,135 while the stock of one cent pieces 
is only $100,00. I had the impression when I saw you, from your 
remarks, that the unpaid orders for one cent pieces would be re¬ 
duced, whereas they have increased over $15,000 since that time. 

It seems to me that some steps should be taken to reduce • ‘ 
these orders and to furnish the people with the necessary charge 
money. I have suggested that $30,000 in one cent pieces be trans¬ 
ferred from the assistant treasury at n ew York to your mint, but 
I would advise that you at once direct that the coinage of one 
cent pieces be expedited* 

I also direct your attention to the fact that while the stock 
of five cent pieces on hand amounts to $31,015 the unpaii orders 
amount to $29,385, while the statement does not show any minor 
coin shipped on the 19th inst* 

It seems to me that this is an unnecessarily large amount of 
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unpaid orders for five cent pieces with so large a balance on hand. 

As most of the drafts sent you are either on New York or 
Philadelphia I cannot understand how they can accumulate to this

extent when you hav.e the coins on hand to fill them* 

Please give these matters your personal attention and see that 
prompt measures are: taken to meet all the orders for five cent 
piec es*

Please give these matters your personal attention and see that prompt measures are taken 
to meet all the orders for five cent pieces.
